Plain  edge;  Pole  to 
cap.  Punctuated  date.  About  VG/ About  Good,  weak  reverse  as  usual;  light  mint  clip 
opposite  cap  and  LI.  Rare  perfect  reverse  die  state. 

2.  1804.  B-40;  G-4.  Close  date,  crosslet  4;  Stems,  break  through  R.  AU-50,  exceptionally 
choice,  and  beautifully  mottled  with  plenty  of  faded  mint  luster. 

3.  B-42 ; G-2.  Plain  4 ; Stemless.  Perfect  dies.  Nearly  Fine,  but  with  a scattering  of  old 
nicks  ; unevenly  struck  on  the  reverse. 

4.  Another  B-42.  Usual  broken  dies : long  weak  obverse  field  crack ; reverse  rim  breaks  at 
bottom.  Very  Fine-25  or  so,  but  with  a few  rough  areas  of  patina  on  the  obverse. 

5.  1805.  B-44 ; G-l.  Small  5;  Stemless.  About  VG,  smooth  even  wear.  Cheap  at  $10.00.

Early  and  late  die  states,  the  latter  with  the  interesting 
variant  showing  only  7 berries  plainly.  VG,  bold  and  somewhat  roughened;  and  G-VG, 
smooth  and  with  some  light  scratches.

9.  1809.  B-56  ; G-l.  Inner  circle.  EF,  but  with  a slightly  rough  patina  and  some  faint 

scratches  on  the  obverse.  Really  scarce  above  Fine;  underrated.

16.  1828.  B-71;  G-3.  12  Stars.  Very  Fine  with  some  evidence  of  mint  red  on  the  reverse. 

Very  scarce  this  nice  and  the  type  usually  sold  as  “Extremely  Fine.” 

17.  Another.  Just  Fine,  but  bold.  Catalogues  at  $23.00. 

18.  1829.  B-72  ; G-l.  Extremely  Fine,  lustrous.  Much  faded  mint  red  on  the  reverse. 

19.  1832.  B-78  ; G-3.  Very  Fine  with  smooth  surfaces.  Obverse  much  sharper  than  reverse. 

20.  1833.  B-79  ; G-l.  About  AU-55,  the  reverse  only  a hair’s  breadth  from  mint  state.  A 

“commercial  Unc.,”  despite  a few  tiny  rim  bruises  and  scratches.  Lovely  iridescent 
mottlings  with  touches  of  faded  mint. 

21.  Another.  EF  plus  and  with  a slightly  prooflike  surface.  Lustrous  brown  and  attractive, 
except  for  a few  minor  pin  scratches. 

22.  1834.  B-80  ; G-l.  Very  Fine  or  better,  but  with  a few  minute  scratches. 

23.  Another.  Slightly  sharper,  but  this  one  has  some  rim  nicks  and  scratches.

33.  1854.  B-125a.  Rust  pit  on  I of  UNITED,  unlike  the  preceding  lot.  About  MS-65.  Mostly 
mint  red  and  quite  desirable.  Worth  $75.00. 

34.  1855.  B-126.  Lovely  Extremely  Fine;  natural  light  tan  color. 

35.  Another.  Sharp  Very  Fine,  but  lightly  nicked  at  the  edge  in  a few  places. 

36.  Third  1855,  plus  an  1853.  VF,  quite  nicked  up  ; and  VG,  scratched.  2 Pcs. 

37.  1856.  B-129  Rev.  of  1854  with  rust  pit  on  I of  UNITED.  About  EF,  but  with  some 
reverse  edge  bruises  and  signs  of  improper  brushing.

Just 
Good,  obvei’se  sharper  than  the  i-evei’se.  Evenly  worn  with  clean  surfaces ; everything 
legible,  though  bases  of  93  and  tops  of  ST  CA  are  weak.  A type  coin  in  hysterical 
demand! 

41.  1793.  S-llc;  Crosby  11-J.  Wreath  type;  Lettered  Edge,  One  Leaf  after  Dollar.  VG/G. 
Also  with  smooth  even  wear  and  clean  surfaces  ; l-everse  weaker  as  always.  Lamination- 
like planchet  defect  at  the  upper  obverse  rim.  Popular! 

42.  1794.  S-44.  Bai'ely  Good,  reverse  weak;  relatively  clean. 

43.  1794.  S-49.  Sharpness  of  Fine  or  better,  but  the  serrated  borders  on  the  obvei’se  have 
been  smoothed  down  long  ago  (probably  to  remove  some  light  edge  nicks)  ; some  revei'se 
pox-osity.  More  attx-active  than  we  make  it  sound. 

44.  1794.  S-63.  The  Fallen  4.  Good  plus/  barely  Good;  black,  but  decent.  Cheap  at  $20.00. 

45.  1794,  1795.  S-72  and  76b.  The  ’94  is  the  Head  of  ’95  type.  Good  pair,  but  rough  and 

slightly  banged-up  ; the  ’95  with  a slight  mint  clip  above  LIBERTY.  2 Pcs. 

46.  1795.  S-74.  Lettered  edge,  single  leaves.  Good,  very  l-ough.  Lists  at  $45.00. 

47.  1795.  S-76b.  Plain  edge,  ONE  CENT  high.  Fully  Fine  wtih  pleasing  surfaces;  small  odd 
planchet  defect  behind  the  curls. 

48.  1796.  S-87.  Liberty  Cap.  Fine,  but  possibly  this  specimen  was  very  lightly  burnished 
many  years  ago.  There  ai-e  several  pit  marks  on  either  side  of  this  piece ; possibly  the 
defects  were  in  the  planchet  befoi-e  striking.

The 

S-136  counterstamped  with  a cross  within  a circle  (West  Indies?)  and  the  S-138  vei-y 

rough.  Good  stai-ter  set  for  a variety  collector.  5 pcs. 

52.  1798.  S-161.  Vex*y  Good-8.  Evenly  worn  and  a clean  example.  Advanced  die  failures. 

53.  1798.  S-166,  168,  182,  184,  and  187.  Barely  Good,  About  Good  (2),  and  Good  (2).  The 

thii-d,  rather  nicked  up;  the  fourth,  very  rare  (boi*derline  R-7).  Another  starter  group  of 

die  varieties.

Sharpness  of  VF-25/30,  but  the  planchet  is  dark  and  porous  (as 

often  seen).  With  the  two  reverse  cracks,  but  without  the  i-im  break  under  the  frac- 
tion. As  a 25  coin  this  piece  is  tied  for  the  fourth  finest  known.  CC  for  this  variety 

is  65-40-30-25-15-15.  One  of  the  high  points  of  this  collection! 

57.  1800/179.  S-196.  Good  to  Very  Good.  Clean,  smooth,  and  evenly  worn. 

58.  1800/179  (2),  1800  (2).  S-196  (2),  197,  and  207.  Shai-pness  of  F/VF  but  banged  up, 
dark,  and  x-ough ; G/VG,  shallow  obverse  scratch;  Fail-,  black;  and  also  Fail-,  smooth.

59.  1801.”  S-216.  Usual  injured  die  state,  as  shown  on  the  Sheldon  plate,  but  LIBERTY  fully 
clear.

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60.  1801.  S-216  and  219.  About  Good  and  Fair,  the  latter  the  famous  and  popular  3 Errors 
variety.  Relatively  clean  coins.  2 Pcs. 

61.  1801.  S-218  (R-7).  Blunt  1 with  the  3 Errors  reverse;  obverse  from  severely  injured 

die  with  LIBERTY  so  far  to  the  right  as  to  almost  constitute  a blundered  die.  Good-6 
or  better  for  this  unevenly  struck  coin.  The  hair  on  the  obverse  has  the  sharpness  of 
VG,  but  the  coin  is  weak  at  the  lowest  curl  and  ERTY  from  die  failure;  the  reverse 

also  has  the  sharpness  of  VG  except  at  the  borders,  also  there  are  pin  scratches.  Ex- 

ceedingly rare  and  just  short  of  Condition  Census  level  (an  8 coin  is  included  in  the 
Census).

63.  1802.  S-226.  Rim  break  below  the  date.  Almost  Fine,  bold. 

64.  1802.  S-228.  Fraction  1/000.  Very  Fine,  the  obverse  slightly  porous.  A popular  type. 

65.  Another  S-228.  About  Fine,  but  with  an  obverse  rim  cut  before  the  face.

70.  1802.  S-232.  Common  T over  Y variety.  About  Fine-12,  usual  amount  of  nicks.

293.  N-5,  state  III.  Extremely  Fine,  faintly  lustrous  reddish  brown.

Extremely  rare ; only  three  or  four  others  known,  one  being  in  the  Eliasberg 
collection.  Destined  to  be  cyanided  and  resold  as  “Unc.” 

315.  1853.  N-3.  Without  reverse  clash  marks.  Extremely  Fine.  Sharp  and  lustrous. 

316.  N-3,  7,  24,  29.  VG,  very  clean;  Fine,  obverse  dig;  VF,  dark;  VG,  few  rim  bruises.  The 
N-7  and  24  are  really  rare  varieties.  4 Pcs. 

317.  N-5.  Reverse  may  be  new:  die  file  mark  down  from  right  base  of  T in  CENT.  Basically 
Unc.,  toned  to  varying  shades  of  light  brown  and  olive  with  touches  of  mint  color,  but 
someone  cleaned  the  obv.  neither  wisely  nor  too  well.  Ex  Hollinbeck,  2/17/49,  lot  1323 
as  “Unc.” 

318.  N-6,  7.  Fine  and  Fine  to  VF.  The  rare  N-7  is  seldom  found  nicer.  2 Pcs. 
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319.  N-9.  The  variety  with  the  die  scratch  from  the  top  of  the  ear  through  the  hair  towards 
* R;  faint  recutting  on  the  base  of  the  1 and  within  the  5,  unmentioned  by  Newcomb. 

Abt.  Uncirculated,  light  reddish  browrn.  Very  rare  and  seldom  available  in  sharp 
enough  condition  to  show  the  diagnostic  die  scratch.  Compares  well  with  Helfen- 
stein’s  at  $55.00. 

320.  Duplicate  N-9.  EF,  slightly  iridescent  light  olive  and  tan  with  deeper  mottlings.  RR. 

321.  N-10.  The  3 almost  touches  the  curl ; die  file  marks  near  the  ear.  Choice  Unc.,  somewhat 
evenly  struck,  but  a beauty.  Iridescent  light  tan  and  mint  red ; splendid  frosty  sur- 
faces. The  bright  Helfenstein  example  brought  $90.  Ex  Hollinbeck  on  6/25/49. 

322.  N-ll,  13,  14.  VF  ; AU  or  better,  but  cleaned  to  death  by  some  idiot  with  metal  polish; 
and  VF-EF,  traces  of  some  easily  removable  dirt.  The  N-ll  is  scarce  and  undervalued; 
the  N-13  ex  Hollinbeck.  3 Pcs. 

323.  N-17,  19.  Very  Fine  pair,  but  the  second  more  notable  as  a mint  error:  obverse  slightly 
off  center  (about  5%)  in  position  K-3%;  reverse  normally  centered.  The  dies  must  have 
been  vertically  misaligned  in  the  press — a factor  contributing  to  early  breakage.  Also, 
there  is  slight  lamination  before  the  neck.  The  N-17  is  rare.  2 Pcs.

333.  1854.  N-l,  8,  16,  22.  All  VF,  the  last  has  a rim  bruise  and  dent;  otherwise,  all  quite 
clean  examples.  4 Pcs. 

334.  N-3.  Unc.,  tan  with  dashes  of  mint  red  on  the  reverse.  Scarce.  Purchased  in  July  of  1947. 

335.  Another.  Extremely  Fine,  attractive  brown  gloss. 

336.  N-6.  Mint  red  and  light  olive  Unc.  ; choice,  despite  a couple  of  trivial  spots.  Similar 
to  the  Helfenstein  coin  which  brought  $55.  Ex  W.  Webb’s  May  1947  sale. 

337.  N-8.  Similar  grade  and  quality  as  the  last,  the  olive  now  toned  to  medium.  Attractive 
surfaces.  Purchased  on  2/17/49. 

338.  Unlisted  in  Newcomb.  This  one  seems  to  be  the  elusive  Andrews  15  variety  vainly  sought 
since  1883  and  of  which  the  only  other  one  seen  was  in  the  “Dupont”  sale  (1954).  The 
obverse  is  like  N-14  but  without  the  line  in  the  4;  die  file  marks  near  the  ear;  defects 
left  of  and  within  B ; both  tops  of  the  5 practically  touch  the  curl ; and  the  right 
base  of  the  4 joined  to  a denticle  by  a crack.  Uncirculated,  olive  and  subdued  mint  red, 
minor  signs  of  contact  with  other  coins.  Exceedingly  rare,  only  the  second  one  seen
